SUBJECT : - - Delegation of powers to Iron & Steel Controller to deal with applica 

tions for recognition as new Established Importer and grant of quotas. 
No . 46 -ITC ( PN ) / 63 . - Attention is invited to para 75 of Section I of the Import 
Trade Control Policy Book for April 1963 /March 1964 period in terms of which 
the Port Licensing Authority concerned may recognise any person or persons 
as established importers in respect of any business after examining their connec 
tion with the old owners thereof according to principles stated under paras 74 to 
92 of the said section . 

2 . It has now been decided that applications for recognition as new Established 
Importer and grant of quotas from firms who hold quotas for items licensed by 
the Iron & Steel Controller only should henceforth be submitted to him instead 
of the Port Licensing Authority concerned . The following foot-note may therefore 
be added under para 75 of the current Policy Book for April 1963 / March 1964 
licensing period : 
Note . — " Established Importers holding quotas for items Licensed by the 

Iron & Steel Controller only , should apply to that authority for 

recognition and grant of quotas " . 
3 . Paragraph 91 , Chapter 2 of I. T . C . Hand Book of Rules & Procedure , 1961 
should also be deemed to have been amended accordingly .
